Re: Vaughan O'Keefe Trust Fund 


I am writing on behalf of the friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bernard O'Keefe of the City of Mississauga. Their 
son, Vaughan O'Keefe, was recently injured in a fall from 
a hydro tower and is very severely injured. He has just 
had an operation in which both his arms and a leg were 
amputated. 


It is the wish of his friends and family that a 
fund be established for the benefit of Vaughan O'Keefe. 
This fund is to be used for the medical requirements that 
Vaughan will, no doubt, need in the future and for his 
education. 


In order to solicit a wide response from the 
public, we feel that it would be desirable if donors could 
receive a deduction for tax purposes for the amount of the 
donation. We have been advised that the trust -fund would be 
for a private benevolent purpose and would not be registered 
as a charity with Revenue Canada. We are further advised 
that Revenue Canada has suggested that the municipality set 
up the trust fund in order to allow donors to deduct their 
donations as a gift to a municipality. 


The Toronto Sun has very generously offer to retain 
legal counsel to assist in the establishment of the fund and 
to draft the documents required to establish the same. We 
would ask that this proposal be put on the agenda for the 
meeting of City Council to be held on Wednesday, August 2nd, 
1978.

2. The project was evaluated against the costs 
incurred for the construction of the Woodhurst 
Heights Park facility which is very similar 
to this one; various points came to light 
to indicate the differences in price. 





(a) Concrete has increased in price by 
$15.00 per cubic yard in the last 
six months. 


(b) Refrigeration wages have increased 
to the extent where a $3,000.00 extra 
in the price of the contract is necessary. 


(c) The site conditions at Burnhamthorpe are 
quite different from those at Woodhurst 


Heights Park, demanding extra drainage 
and fill.

3. Court Contractors Limited's bid was 
$269,650.00 and an addendum to the 
contract to reduce the costs by 
$35,000.00 would still result ina 
net bid of $234,650.00 which is $29,650.00 
in excess of the approved construction 
budget which has been established at 
$225,000.00 less $20,000.00 for equipment 
and fees for an amount of $205,000.00. 
There is $20,000.00 left over in the 
Unallocated Municipal Reserve Fund from 
the $150,000.00 contribution from the 
Burnhamthorpe Community Centre Committee's 
donation and this could be made available 
to offset a portion of the budget 
difference. If this were done, an 
amount of $9,650.00 would still be needed 
from reserve funds. 


CONCLUSION: Construction costs are escalating at a 
rapid rate. Currently, the carpenters and 
labourers are out on strike for more pay 
and presumably the settlement of these 
labour disputes will add further to the 
escalation factor. All things being 
considered, the facility should be constructed 
at this time. 


RECOMMENDATION: 
(a) That the Capital Budget for the construction 
of the Burnhamthorpe Outdoor Ice surface, 
Tennis Courts and Ancilliary Building be 
increased by $29,650.00 drawn from reserve 
funds to a gross amount of $254,650.00. 


(b) That the contract for the construction of the 
Burnhamthorpe Outdoor Ice Surface, Tennis Courts 
and Ancilliary Building be awarded to Court 
Construction Limited in the amount of $234,650.09. 


(c) That a By-law to authorize the execution of an 
agreement between the City and Court Contractors 
Limited for the construction of the Burnhamthorpe 
eo Outdoor Ice Surface, Tennis Courts and Ancilliary
